Conservation of : 
Human Life 


(Communicated) 

Conservation of life is foremost 
among material things in the minds 
ot men, We know notaing that 
causes more unhappiness than be- 
tng subjest to disease and the’ 
threat of unseasonable death. Still 
many of us ‘ave one through 
five, ten or twenty years of suffer- 
ing, all but forgetting the sensa- 
tion of genuine health. Some are 
careless, some are fataljstic, some 
forget that science marches on and 
that a disease, which wag untouch- 
able a few years ago may now 
yield to enlightened chemical or 
fLanzical or other therapy. 

“li ts century has experienced the | 
greatest advance in knowledge of 
health and disease of any period 
in history. Human life has been 
lengthened through the applica- 
tion of scientific knowledge and 
the improvement in our standard 
of living. Persevering and _ pro- 
found research has increased our 
knowledge of effective diagnostic 
treatment methods. Progress in 
public healt); measures js saving 
millions of lives every year. En- 
gineering and technology add their 
important contributions in the way 
of improved housing, filtered water, 
sewage disposal, refrigeration 
and in a hundred other ways. 

In Canada the cost of health 
care is substantially shared by all 
citii2ns through public tealth 
programs financed out of taxes. 
Though under our constitution the 
health of citizens is a provincjai 
Bovernment responsibility, the 
federal government stepped into 
the picture six years ago witiia na 
tional program. As an outcome 
thousands of hospital beds have 
been made available, medjcal re- 
sear.!| has expanded, training ha: 
becn provided for pub‘i¢ healtl 
workers, and lonz strides have beer 
made toward control of certai: 
diseases, 

Physicians often marvel at the 
indifference of many intelligen! 
persons to serious thought about 
the common functjons of thei: 
bodies, Doctors who have bee: 
long enough tinkering careles: 
humans to/\ave frowm a little worn 
in the effort lament the way peo 
ple have of taking no notice 0 
disease utnil it is upon them ir 
full force, 

Illiness begins ysually as a slight 
deviatjon from normal function. 
That is where the wise person be- 
comes alert, and takes steps to re- 
store normality. The unwise per- 
son resents anything that meddles 
with tile routine of his life. He 
belittles the idea of doing some- 
thing effective about it, even 
when symptoms clamorously _ in- 
trude on the pattern of his daily 
business, Sometimes, one doctor 
remarked reproachfully, this goes 
on until the scene is more fitting- 
ly presided over by a clergyman 
than by a physcian, 

Some people worry because they 
think they may have an jneur- 
able disease. They delay going to 
a doctor, avoiding the moment 
when their fear ig to their self-de- 
struction, If there is disease the 
delay has wasted time in which it 
might be tackled and arrested or 
cured, while if t'ere is no disease 
the continued fear has worn them 
down in needless anguish. Some 
amount of fear is necessary to sur- 
vival in this world, Rashness does 
not pay off any moa. on does 
feverish concern, But the thing 
to do about fear is to face jt, 
recognize it as a signal of warn- 
ing, and then start in to fight the 
cause of it, 

To ascertain what is wrong with 
an ailing person is no light under- 
taking. A medical man’s success 
in diagnosis depends upon his 
knowledge of nature’s response 
to various insults and injuries, 
and upon his ability to evaluate the 
evidence of disease and interpret 
jt correctly. 

On way to live longer is by 
having regular medical check-ups 
by a physician who knows us and 
our medical history. Has it oc- 
curred to men to think that. the 
more favorable life expectancy of 
women may be due to some part 
to their greater readiness to seek 
and follow medical advjce?

It all began 34 years ago. 
A handful of Western Cana- 
dians gathered at Winnipeg 
to solve an urgent prairie 
problem. They wanted every 
prairie farmer to know about 
the value of shelterbelts of 
trees for home improvement, 
for productive gardens, for 
more pleasant living condi- 
tions and betterment of farm 
values. 

It all began 34 years ago. A 
hartdful of Western Canadians

The International Peace Garden 
will have some of the fine old 
stone gracing parts of it. It is 
hoped that the proposed gateway 
to the beach at Lake Minnewashta 
in Colpert Park will he banked by 
some of the square cut granite. 
Some went into the base of the 
diving tower at the beach, loads 
were hauled to various parts of 
this district for as many purposes. 

Sixty-one years ago the school 
board of Maple Leaf Schools was 
faced with the same problem as 
the present board-—lack of space. 
There had been a heavy influx of 
settlers and many had moved from 
Nelson — replacing the old log 
building south of town—was not 
enough. The late Stuart Scott and 
James Nelson moved into town to 
become the first court house and 
jail in a building that used to be 
at the corner of Stephen and Nel- 
son moved it down, The log school 
was moved into town to become 
the first court house and jail 
and a building that used to be at 
the corner of Stephen and Nelson 
was used as a school . , 

The late Judge Corbett Locke 
and J. B. McLaren spearheaded a 
drive for a new school and the 
board obtained the property—the 
present site north of Thornhill be- 
tween 10th and llth streets—al- 
though a lot of people said it was 
too far out of town! The result 
was the building that has just 
endede its days. Considered then 
one of fhe finest in the province, 
it cost $16,000.
